A QUESTION OF MEN. 


After three years of government 


under the commission plan, the voters 
o f Pueblo, 
Colorado, 
are to 
decide 
■whether they will go back to the old 
fo rm o f government or give :he new 


plan further trial. 
It is stated that 
the Plan ha« * been more <>r levs un­ 


satisfactory, largely the result of those 
who operate it. 
Commission govern­ 


m en t is not a cure-all, 
but it 
brings 
the people nearer to th eir government, 


an d thereby becom es a means to an end 
If the v o ters fail to take advantage 
of their opportunities and place their 
affairs in the hands of incompetent« , 


they may expect failure, and should 
not complain when the inevitable hap 


pen« . 
Any system of government, adminis- 


tered by ignorant and indifferent men 
is certain to prove burdensome. Sim 


llarly , go o d men will produce good ie 
su its no m atter what the 
handicaps 


under which they labor. The question, 
therefo re, is one solely o f men. If the 
right kind of m en are tnioeen, 
they 
w ill be able to accomplish more '¡nder 
co m m issio n government 
than 
under 


the old, unwleldly system We b- 11**ve 
that any careful student of municipal 


po litics will concede the truth of this 
statem ent. Indeed, it would be difficult 
to contend otherwise, since the sim 
pllticatio n o f machinery and the closer 
relations o f governed and governor-» , 
with 
the flexibility and resp<>n-De­ 
nes« that are the chief merits of com­ 
mission government, obviously make 


fo r bo th efficiency and economy. 
The people of Pueblo and of every 


other city In the country w here in­ 


com petent officials are causing dissen­ 
sion in municipal affairs, need to be 
educated to a higher standard of cit­ 
izenship. 
They need to realize the 
importance of making wise selection 
of officials, rising above the demands 


oX partisanship or the petty 
and 
di­ 


verting issues that too frequently be­ 
cloud political contests. 
In 
c i t y af­ 


fairs, voters should consider first, last 
ami all the time, the 
man, 
not 
his 
politics nor his religion.
